A CHEAP WINDOW G Alt DEN. 


As the ilr.it gorgeous tiutod Autumn 


leaves give warning of "naked woods and 
meadowt; brown and sere," we begin to con- 
sider how a little Summer's greenery may- 
be transferred to our homes to cheer the 
heart and keep alive faith in Nature's resur- 
rection through tho long, bleak months of 
Winter. For the benefit of those who must 
uec-ds consult economy in their strivings 
after beauty. I will describe n very inexpen- 
sive arrangement for a window garden, 
which has afforded great satisfaction for 
many years. 


A piece of board, the length of the win- 


dow sill, aud about a foot and ft half in 
width, was iitted to slide easily inside the 
easing. 
As ono eide is supported by resting 


upon the sill only two legs were needed. 
which were procured at a turning .shop. I 
then ordered the tinman to make u pan ex- 
actly the size of tho lop of this stand and 
four inches in depth. 
This was painted 


both inside and out, and when ready for use 
the bottom covered with a layer of fine char- 
coal upon which were set four inch pots 
filled with slips of geraniums. foliage plants, 
itc. The pots were not set very closely, the 
space between being filled with black mold 
from the woods in which were planted a 
few wild ferns and a vine or two of that 
beautiful evergreen creeper so common ia 
our forests, the Mtichdl'i 
repi-ns, some- 


times called Squawberry 
or 
Partridge - 


berry. 
The 
bright 
scarlet 
berries 


of this vino will increase iu si/:o and 
remain perfect through the Winter unless 
there chance to be litfle fingers in the 
household, in which case they will probably 
uysleriously disappear before Spring. An- 
other native plnntt admirable for oar- win- 
dow-garden, nud rivaling in beauty many a 
greeii-houso variety is the 
(foody cnt pub- 


fi.v or Rattlesnake-Plantain, with 
its 


ijenulitully veined leaves. Great care must 
be taken in transplanting these denizens of 
the wood to disturb the root*? as little as pos- 
sible. 


After evervthing was in place a layer- of 


moss Was spread over tho surface, couceal- 


^ the pots nnd adding greatly to the 


jeiiuty of the whole. 
A hanging garden 


was rJso made by fitting a piece of board 
similar to tho fir.il to rest upon the projec- 
tion made by the lower flash, while a stout 
cord passing through two holes bored near 
tho outer edge and fastened to n largo nail 
driven at the top of the window frame, 


rvcd to bold it securely. 
The pau fur 


is will uced to be a trille smaller than thy 


bonrd. 
Around tho odgo were planted slips 


of the rapid growing jointed ivy which, 
trailing over the side nnd trained about the 
upper part of tho window, soon formed a 
mass of verdure— an exquisite curtain uf

Arsenic is getting t:> bo, throughout the 


world, almost as common ns dirt. We doubt 
very much whether it would not be impossi- 
ble at the present day, in finy country, to 
convict on chemical evidence, before nny 
jury, the most bungling arsenical poisoner, 
if he or she had a legal defender who would 
make use, as ho might, of tho argument 
furnished him by the almost universal dis- 
tribution of tbo venomous element through- 
out our moat famihir walks of life. 
Wo 


have received medicine ourselves, from drug 
stores, wrapped in arsenical papers, put up 
in Paris-green paper boxes, with arsenical 
pnpsr caps tied over the corks, &c. Wo have 
often aeen confectionery, exposed for sale 
to young children, wrapped in the deadly 
green paper. 
\Ve have often found young 


children sucking toys painted with the hor- 
rible stuff, and with their months stained 
throughout with the venom. 
The Paris- 


green paper is one of the commonist in use 
for binding school-books; and we have more 
than once taken such books away from our 
own young children, which had been given 
them by their teachers. Numerous deaths of 
children are known to have been thus occa- 
sioned. No country can be called civilized in 
which such suicidal ignorance—such stupid 
slaughter of tho innocents—is common. One 
moro illustration ouly. It is very common 
to ago n lawyer'or his slerk put into hiri 
mouth, to moisten the gum side of it, a 
beautiful grctm paper disk with scolloped 
edges, to attach to some documr-nt. These 
things are found in every lawyer's ofllfio in 
tho land, anil used constantly. They are 
seldom made of any other than tho Paris- 
green paper. Can this bo ignorance, or are 
our Ip.wyors all fatalists, antl bcliovo they can 
only "die when their time comes"? In 
commencing to write wo had in our mind to 
refer to nomo of tho wonderful facts de- 
veloped of Into, in Great Britain especially, 
of open caiis loaded with whito arsenic 
passing in open day through tho country in 
some districts, with drivers sitting on top of 
the hideous heap—such carts being often 
exposed all night open to tho rain; of 
strongly arsenical 
waters flowing 
from 


mines and metallurgical works into streams 
of water afterwards drunk by largo popula- 
tions, and t;o on. These arc facts. 
Every- 


body will remember the cargo of salt and 
arsenic together shipped to us from Europe 
R few mouths ngo, which got a little mixed 
during n rough pnssnge. Tin a particular 
mixture woa discovered.
